OVERLOOKING AACHEN, Oct. 
12.—(UP)—Tremendous fires are 
burning in Aachen this afternoon. 
Its water supply is cut off. Dive- 
bombers and artillery blast it un- 
ceasingly. 

But still some fanatic Germans 
fight on. 

Below, I can see doughboys ad- 
vancing to seize the high ground 
dominating the ancient, burning 


city. 

“Off to the north, German tanks 
are counterattacking in strength in 
the Wurselen area. It is a serious 
bid by the Nazis to widen their 
escape gap from Aachen and lift 
the siege. 

On the northeastern side of 
Aachen the Americans are mov- 
ing in to the slaughteb house and 
factory districts.

Rock Bologna 
Supply Lines’ 


Bombing Load Tops 
3,900-Ton Deluge 


Dropped on Cassino 


ROME, Oct. 12.—(UP)—Planes 
of the U. S. 15th Air Force today 
smashed the area of Bologna with 
a bombing greater than the 3,500- 
ton deluge loosed upon Cassino 
last march, the air forces an- 
nounced, hitting the supply 
sources for Nazi divisions whose 
last-ditch fight is holding back 
Allied ground forces in the moun- 
tains south of the city. 


Maj. Gen. Nathan F, Twining 
sent the greatest number of bomb- 
ers his air force ever had directed 
against one target area into sup- 
port of the Fifth Army drive, air 
force officials said.

RANDOLPH PAUL 
Predicts Tax Cut 


Taxes? Paul Sees 
First Confusion, 
Then Reduction. 


Utter congressional confusion 
over tax reduction in -1945, and 
then a “cautious reduction” of fed- 
eral taxes and simplification of 
tax return systems are predicted 
by Randolph Paul, who helped 
simplify the method for the low- 
er income group to make income 
tax returns next March, 


Paul, New York city lawyer and 
‘former general counsel for the 
United States treasury, is here to 
lecture to a tax institute for law- 
yers of Georgia and surrdunding 
states. 

Assuming that the war in 
Europe will end within the next 
few months, the tax expert’ be- 
lieves congress will face a-chaotic 
session with innumerable tax re- 
duction plans offered it next year. 


LOWER TAXES PREDICTED 


Taxes are excessively high at 
present, and they will be cut, Paul 
believes. But when and how much 
are questions that depend for 
their answers on two things:

2. How much postwar spending 
the federal budget will have to 
include, 

“The national income has now 
doubled the eighty billion dollars 
it reached in 1929,” Paul stated.

Hodges Outnumbered 


In Battle 


at Perry

PERRY, Ga., Oct. 12.—Lt. Gen. 
fing America’s First Army against 
another army in a battle east of 

Residents here who recall the 
general's boyhood days tell a story 
about two teen-age armies which 
formed' here when Perry was a vil- 
lage of about 500 inhabitants. 

“On ofie occasion the two armies 
met in the woods east of Perry,” 
according to one local resident. 
“They met mofe by accident than 
intention and stood for some time 
in battle array a few feet apart. 
Some unfortunate incident or re- 
mark started the fight and then 
‘Captain’ Hodges led us into the 
battle against the enemy. We were 
heavily outnumbered and were de- 
feated, but our military spirit was 
not diminished.” 

Thus reminisced Mayor Sam A. 
Nunn, a member of Courtney 
Hodges’ army of chinaberry shoot- 
ing, popgun soldiers. 

COURTNEY TO ALL 

When Perry’s favorite son, the 
mah who holds the highest rank of 
any i in the American 
Army, W 


down Macon street 
or stands near the Confederate 
monument on the courthouse 
square, the stars flicker off his 
shoulders and he is known to ev- 
eryone simply as “Courtney.” 
Gen. Hodges was born January 
5, 1887, in a house now occupied 
by Mrs. N. C. Wellons, on Macon 
street, just beyond the turn of U, 
‘S. Highway 41 at the city water 
standpipe. His mother, now an in- 
valid, resides on Evergreen street 
‘in a home bought by the family a 
few years after young Courtney 
was born. ; 
The soldier who went through 
the ranks to receive his Army 
commission, is the son of the late 
John Hicks Hodges, long-time pub- 
lisher of the weekly Houston 
Home Journal. ‘ 
Though the general spent much 
time in his father’s print shop, 
John L. Hodges, present publisher 
of the paper, claims Brother Court- 
ney never felt the pull of printer's 


ink. 
PERRY'S “BEST SHOT” 
“Courtney always knew what he 
wanted to do,” John Hodges re- 
lated here today. “He lovéd guns 
and I remember when he was only 
nine years old he was considered 
the best rifle shot around Perry. 
We could stick a straight pin in a 
tree and Courtney would shoot 
the head off of it with his ajr rifle. 
He liked to shoot birds and I'd bet 
he had a half-bushel basket of 
marksmanship medals he won at 
various times in the Army.” 
Publisher Hodges referred to the 
school-boy armies of which Gen. 
Hodges (as the captain) was one 
commanding officer. He cites the 
“games” they played as directly 
influenced by the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. 
“We maneuvered all around 
county woods. 
Sometimes I wonder if Courtney 
remembers those days now while 
he is fighting a real war in Eu: 
rope. He was not conspicuous in 
his leadership among the group of 
boys but he seemed to be an in- 
ration to the younger ones.” 
T SCAR ON HIS JAW 
‘ A favorite story here is about 
the scar on Gen. Hodges lower 
right jaw. The man who won the 
ed Service Cross and 
the ver Star in World War I 
has no battle scars, but he ‘fas one 
mark well known to the men and 
women who.grew up with him. 
While riding on the drivers’ seat 
of a one-horse wagon going to a 
grammar school picnic, Courtney 
Hodges and Ira Nunn were sitting 
on the outsides of the seat with 


Courtney Hicks Hodges, now lead- 
the Germans around Aachen, led 
Perry some two score years ago. 


the late Minor Smith in the mid- 
dle. The general's younger broth- 
er, Sam N, Hodges, an Atlanta 
builder and engineer, rela§ed the 
yarn: 

“Minor Smith was playing with 
the horse and the animal began 
to kick. His marksmanship was 
excellent and he hit Courtney in 
the face with one hoof, and Ira 
Nunn in the face with the other.” 


MARBLES AND KNIVES 

Courtney Hodges was born dur- 
ing the days when Perry had no 
telephones, no water, no lights. 
From a deep well in the Hodges’ 
back yard, he drew water for 
drinking, bathing and for the 
family cow. 

The 57-year-old Army officer 
shot marbles on sidewalks in front 
of the school house, his brothers 
remember, They all spun tops, 
traded one-blade knives, played 
baseball, and spent their summers 
swimming in Big Indian creek 
a5 an occasional trip to Houston 
ake, 

After graduating from the pub- 
lic schools in Perry, Hodges at- 
tended North Georgia College at 
Dahlonega, for one year, going 
later to West Point. His training 
at the Military Academy was lim- 
ited to only one term because he 
failed a course in mathematics. 


“BECOME A HODGES” 

Natives here have a new slogan 
tu back up their fidelity to the 
hero-son. “If you can’t head your 
class and be a Lee, you can fail 
math and become a Hodges.” 

‘Although the Cadet did not re- 
ceive his gold bars from the Acad- 
emy, he was called there after be- 
ing commissioned from the ranks 
and made an instructor. His fami- 
ly here has been advised that he 
is the only Army officer, not a 
graduate of the Military Academy, 
to serve on the staff at West Point. 
CLERKED IN STORE 

Young Hodges came back from 
“The Point” to Perry and clerked 
in Sims’ grocery store here. At 
the time, Sims’ was considered the 
“supermarket,” specializing in 
fancy groceries. It was one of 
Perry’s first stores with ladders\on 
runners, permitting. clerks to reach 
on high shelves for their stock. 
And therein, lies another favorite 
tale about the three-star general. 

G. C. Nunn, a prominent busi- 
nessman here, clerked at Sims’ 
store when Hodges spent his two 
to three months in the grocer’s 
employ. Nunn remembered that 
Hodges was on the rolling ladder‘ 
one Tuesday morning, dusting 
cans. 

“It was the custom to straight- 
en the shelves on Tuesday morn- 
ing. I was in the back of the store 
and Courtney was on the ladder. 
I heard his feather duster fal] to 
the flood and in a few minutes 
Courtney walked back where I 
was and gaid: 

GOING TO JOIN UP 

“I’m through. I’ve quit dusting 
off these cans. I’m going to join 
the Army.” 

“That was about noon and 
Courtney never came back to that 
store to work. He left the next 
morning for Atlanta and told me 
he went to Fort McPherson and 
a sergeant asked him why he 
wanted to enlist. He said he told 
him he wanted his commission.” 

Hodges became a lieutenant in 
1909, after’ three years in the 
Army, and about one year later

Eisenhower said that while no- 
body could say the collapse of Ger- 
many at any moment is imposgi- 
ble, he nevertheless believed that 
the Nazis would fight on like fa- 
natics, going into mountain_hide- 
outs and underground at the end. 

Warning that anyone discount- 
ing the nature of the tough battle 
ahead is guilty of wishful thinking, 
Eisenhower said the war was go- 
ing forward steadily and aggres- 
sively despite weather and terrain. 


' His confidence in the morale of 
his troops as well as the workers 
of the United Nations at home was 
emphasized by his repeated asser- 
tion that Germany will be whip- 
ped and that there will be no letup 
until the job is finished. 


The supreme commander asked 
that a balanced picture be main- 
tained concerning the war effort, 
with neither over-pessimism nor 
over-optimism. He said the people 
at home were going to see the war 
through to final victory “and as 
long as they will see it through I 
know well that the soldiers, sailors 
and airmen possess the indomita- 
ble will to win.” 


Eisenhower singled out the air- 
borne troops for special tribute. 


“I feel myself that not enough 
credit has been given to the tre- 
mendous advantage that accrued 
to us through the operation of the 
first Allied airborne army,” he 
said. “The First British Airborne 
Division not only gave to all Al- 
lied forces one of the most gallant 
examples of bravery, fortitude and 
courage (at Arnhem) in all this 
war, but by drawing upon them- 
selves the fury of German counter- 
attacks they enabled us to hold the 
important bridges. It was a valiant 
maneuver and it does not detract 
in the slightest degree from the ex- 
cellent work and courage of the 
82d and 10lst United States Air- 
oe Divisions who came behind 
them.”

Those short-sighted Republican votes 
were so interesting that we repeat them 
herewith: 

On repeal of the Arms Embargo—

On adoption of Selective Service— 
Senate: 8 in favor, 10 against 
House: 52 in favor, 112 against 


On the passage of Lend-Lease— 
Senate: 10 in favor, 17 against 
House: 24 in favor, 135 against 


All this The News admits is true. But 
in great alarm it says that Mr. Dewey is 
rfot connected with the votes. Somehow 
The News has discovered Mr. Dewey is not 
really, at heart, a Republican and there- 
fore has nothing to do with these awful 
old votes. 


We can understand both the alarm of 


The News and its squirming. The cold 
record is that Mr. Dewey indorsed each 
of those votes when he said the President 
had “done nothing at all” to prepare this 
country’ for war. Also on record is a 
speech by Mr. Dewey at the time Mr. 
Roosevelt asked for 50,000 planes per year. 
Mr. Dewey opposed it, saying it was foolish 
talk. 


Nor has everyone else forgotten—as has 
so conveniently The Morning News—the 
opposition of the Republicans—AND MR. 
DEWEY—to the transfer of the 40 old 
destroyers which kept England in the war. 
Nor the fact that, a few brief weeks before 
Pearl Harbor, it was the Republicans who 
led the fight—defeated by only one vote— 
to disband our new draft army.

Depression per cent in the north during the Civil: War. Wages 
in war industries kept pace with the increase in living costs. ‘In 
other fields they did not. The salaried professional class suffered 
most. : 

There was a curious, thoughtless situation in the great compe- 
tition between the manufacturing groups. With but few excep- 
tions the effort was made to drive wages:down. There began, in 
the last two years of the war, the importation of great numbers of 
cheap foreign laborers and, for the first time, Negroes were used 
in great numbers, usually as strikebreake?s and to take jobs at low

I do not at all mean to arrive at the conclusion that 
And Today history repeats itself. Because, in this instance, 
it has not repeated. W@ave improved. History strove to repeat 
itself, but. despite errors, despite duplications and bungling, de- 
spite the cry of too many bureaus, we have thwarted that attempt 
at repetition. 

We have done a better job. We have inflation but, relative]y, it 
is not as bad as during and after the Civil War; nor as bad as during 
and after the first World War. One might find the excesses -of 
our Spanish War worse even than those of today. Cost of living 
has gone high, but not as high as in our previous wars, even as far 
back as in our Revolutionary War. 

We waste money, but not as much as in our past.’ We have 
bought more bonds, more stamps and supported the war funds and 
campaigns more liberally. 

We sin, but even our sins are not as many. There are rackets 
and gambling, but they are opposed with more success. Never 
before has prostitution been opposed with as much success. Never 
before has there been so little venereal disease in the Army and 
Navy. By /education we have forced into the open thousands and 
thousands of cases which would have been hidden, treated by quacks, 
or self-treated by fake nostrums advertised in toilets and the sex 
magazines, 

Slowly we make progress whith is obscured by the ranters and 
the viewers-with-alarm. The distillate of history demonstrates our 
best job is now.

Or England? 


A recent, Post article repéats at 
length the statement, made earlier 
in this and many another column, 
that. belated use of the robot bomb 
sealed Germany’s doom as a great 
continental power. | 

Most of the English people, real- 
izing that/ a strong Germany 
would be needed in future as a 
buffer against the increasing 
might of Russia, favored a peace 
that would punish the guilty and 
keep the Germans disarmed, but 
give them a chance to redeem and 
restore their nation. 

Robot bombs ended that atti- 
tude of tolerance. Not every Eng- 
lishman knows the revival of Ger- 
many would mean the end of Eng- 
land as a free natipn. 

For many centuries, despite the 
Roman and Norman invasions, the 
people of the Tight Little Isle have 
felt safe. The channel and their 
fleet: and indomitable spirit -have 
been adequate protection. 

They knew they were vulher- 


from the skies when airplanes 
and demonstrated that superior 


pilots, could overcome ,bombers 
and prevent invasion by air. 
(Americans proved that invaders 
could cross the channel and land 
despite all modern weapons of 
defense, but only when they had 
complete control of air and sea.) 

It is a military truism that for 
every weapon the mind of man 
can invent, another mind. can. in- 
vent a defense. So there is an 
adequate defense against robot 
bombs-—even if they are perfected 
and enlarged to carry 20 or 50 tons 
of explosive. People need only 
build their civilization far under- 
ground and they will be safe. 

Englishmen know the war would 
have been lost if the Germans had 
perfected the robot bomb before 
launching their attack. They know, 
also, that Germans of the next 
generation, without leaving their 
homeland or risking a single one 
of their own lives, could demol- 
ish and crush England in a few 
days by sending’ over thousands 
of enormous robot bombs Jauncthed 
from hidden mechanisms so deep 
underground that borfibs could not 
affect them. | 

Only tightly packed little Eng- 
land is so vulnerable to robot at- 
tack, She dare not risk having 
a strong and brutal enemy across 
the channel. Germany must be 
held down forever hereafter, for 
England will be doomed to death

, WASHINGTON.—<Already a spirited contro- 
.. € versy has arisen as to which of the two major 
party candidates for President Wendell L. Willkie 

would have supported in November, had he lived until then. 
It is only natural, perhaps, that political ghouls should seize upon 
the question even before the decencies of a Willkie funeral could 


be observed. 

Loud protestations have come from Republican sources against 
suggestions that Mr. Willkie would have supported the re-election™ 
of President Roosevelt. We are told by such party patfiots as 
Henry Luce, publisher of Time and Fortune magazines; Sen. Weeks, 
of Massachusetts, and others, that had the 1940 Republican nominee 
lived he undoubtedly would have come out in favor of the candi- 
dacy: of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. 

Unless Mr. Willkie left behind’ some heretofore undisclosed au- 


‘thentic memo on the subject, the question is one which will prob- 


ably never be decided. 

If we accept the best available,evidence that has come to hand, 
he. probably had not made up his mind. David Lawrence, the 
syndicated columnist, has just revealed an exchange of correspond- 
— on himself and Mr. Willkie during August which supports 

s view. : 

Before arriving at a decision he wanted to hear what Gov. 
Dewey had to say about the important question of foreign policy 
in the closing days of the campaign. The implication was clear 
that unless the New York Governor convinced him of the sincerity 
of his id gem as regards effective plans for enforcing world peace, 
the Willkie support would be denied. 


: But whether Mr. Willkie would have sup- 
Distrusted Dewey ported the nominee of his own or 
the fourth-te 


bid of the President is now academic. The cold 
Aruth of the matter is, as all of the evidence shows, that he had a 
strong distrust of Dewey, and even had he lived to vote for him 
he would have done so with,his tongue in his cheek. 

Willkie not only distrusted Dewey, whosé foreign policy record 
before Pearl Harbor was shabby, and even black in spots; but he 
had a profound antipathy for the nationalistic philosophy of many 
of the men who surrounded Dewey in key positions. These are 
the elements epitomized by the Republican Old Guard, the group 
that defeated him in his quest for the nomination this year. 

Regardless of what public'commitments Dewey might have made 
on the subject of foreign policy, Willkie had a feeling that the 
.“know-nothing and do-nothing” oppostion in his own councils would 
persuade him to take a contrary course. It is difficult to see, under 
the circumstances, how he could ever have arrived at any feeling 
of confidence in Dewey as a man to direct the nation’s permanent 
peace efforts after the war. 

Moreover, it is known that Willkie had a keen personal dislike 
of Dewey, based on his appraisal of the man as unsuited by age 
or experience to serve as President of the United States in crucial 
times like these. He told many of his close friends just this, and 
he went so far as to say that Dewey had not a ghost of a chance, 
in his opinion, to carry the state of New York in the election.

; : On the side of his personal animosity for Dewey, 
Disappointed it was a source of great disappointment to Will- 
kie that he was not permitted to aftend the Republican national 
convention in an official capacity. He had gone to the extreme

mentioned from the speaker’s platform—and this despite the fact 
that.as the 1940 nominee he was the titular head of the party. 7

~NEW YORK—At the end of Har- 
old Ickes’. speech at the dinner of 
the ‘Hollywood Communists and 
their. fellow-travelérs, Gene Fowl- 
er,:who had heard the oration by 
radio, turned to W. C. Fields and 
remarked: “If this fellow keeps 
on talking, Dewey is going to lick 
Roosevelt with the jawbone of an 
ass.” 

Mf, Ickes‘ had made merry over 
the fact’ thet Lionel Barrymore, 
who had been ill for a long time, 
greeted Tom Dewey..from a wheel- 
chair when Dewey arrived in Los 
Angeles on hig recent tour, and, 
on’ the evening of Dewey’s politi- 


cal meeting; did not even send the 


empty ‘wheelchair to represent 
him, This'remark was in contrast- 
to that compact of civilized de- 
cency. which, throughout* Ickes’ 
long term on the public pay roll 
in Washington; had forbidden ref- 
erence to ‘the. infirmities of a 
stricken man. By the same un- 
en understand- 
‘women above 
that ethical] substratum which may 


| be termed the Ickes’ level, instinc- 
i tively forbear to- mock. the lame 


or halt.or blind for ‘their: impair- 
ments. .Some children, of course, 
at the barbarian stage, do yell 
"Gimpy” ‘at. the neighborhood 
cripple or “Crazy Bob” at the vil- 
lage moron. But mostly, their 
mothers rebuke them and they

The missing chapter, the 
sudden rise from the financial 
status of a humble and ‘handwash- 
ing Johnny one-suit to that of suc- 
cessor to a rich woman's first and 
recently divorced husband, might 
have charmed his particular sec- 
tion of the Hollywoad public but 
offended. the primitiye priggish- 
ness of many other Americans.

The element to which Ickes was 
speaking was not, as one might 
suppose, altogether cynical and 
vile.

The 
man was committing sacrilege. His 


subjest was a straight sontradic- 
tion of terms, It was “The Ameri- 
can Scholar.” It was a contradic- 
tion of terms because, to the think- 
ing of the time, there could be no 
such thing as an American schol- 
ar. Intellectually, these were still 
the colonies. Scholarship was 
something that belonged to Paris, 
Heidelberg, Oxford, Florence, and 
such, 

But the time had come, this 
iconoclast insisted, when America 
must develop her own, and stand 
on her own. It was time, he said, | 
to begin’ to think with our own 
minds, speak with our down 
mouths, walk on our own feet. It 
was silly, he said, for our young 
men to sit in libraries mooning 
over the thoughts and conclusions 
of foreign scholars without stop- 
ping to consider that they, in turn, 
and in their times, were once only 
young men themselves sitting in 
libraries similarly mooning oVer 
the thoughts and conclusions of 
preceding scholars. 

The time has now come to put 
on long pants and clip the Lord 
Fauntleroy curls, to quit being the 
little brother, who’s always bail- 
ing the big one out of jail, and 
then told thanks to run along now 
and play with our dollars.

Bad knees have kept a lot of fellows who 
Lt. Kenneth Cotton sincerely wanted to be in uniform out of 
the service. Others have been more fortunate and passed examina- 
tions wtihout detection. I have just come across what is to me one 
of the great, if tragic, sagas of American youth's 

“participation in this terrible war. 
Members of the Georgia Tech team of 1936 
well remember Kenneth (Red) Cotton, a mem- 


ber of Stub Allison’s California Bears’ football | 


team that played here the day after Christmas. 
Ken participated in only a few plays at the 
start of the second half. He had a bad knee 
and would not have played at all except that 
Coach Allison wanted his uncle, R. E. Cotton, 
of Milledgeville, to have the pleasure of seeing 
Red in action. 
: I remember Red from several Cali- 
fornia games, the last one being when 

California defeated Alabama in the Rose Bowl! on January 1, 

1938. Red had a very bad knee and did not play at all. He 

was a very affable boy and spent a lot of time around the 

southern squads. ... 
‘It wasn’t until yesterday. that I learned of the death of 

IA. Cotton. Red was killed in an air fight againstt he Japa- 

nese in the battle of the Philippine sea, June 20. 

The Jap didn’t get Red, it seems. The explosion of the Jap plane 
shot down by Red was responsible. Lt. Comdr. D. J. Wallace, skip- 
per of the “Iron Angels,” Hellcat fighter squadron, to which Lt. 
Cotton was attached, explained what apparently happened— 

Wallace said his fighters were accompanying carriers bombers 
in a big attack on a group of oilers in a big Japanese carrier force 
and were jumped by Zeros. ' 

“Cotton’s wingman was working on one of the Zeros at low 
altitude over the water when Kenny swooped down at very high 
speed and closed in suddenly and blew up the Zero. The Zero 
could not have been more than 30 feet over the water when it ex- 
ploded—and Cotton was directly over his victim. 

“The explosion of the Jap plane must have got Kenny. 

He last was seen crashing into the water. It was his fourth 

plane—and his last.” | 

Lt. Cotton, who enlisted in the Navy six months before 

Pearl Harbor, took part in the first raids on both Tarawa and 

Makin islands. He previously had survived the crash of a 

Navy transport plane in New Jersey, in April, 1943, by para- 

chuting to safety. Red was one of five who escaped. Seven 


others were killed. 

: ; Red Cotton’s Navy career was packed 
Typical American Boy with action. It’s a shining example 
of the spirit that characterizes the American boy at whatever he’s 
doing—play or war. In Collier’s of December 18, 1943, there’s quite 
a story about Red. Frank D. Morris, writing about “Zero Weather 
Fliers,” devoted the last part of his article to the exploits of the 
former California athlete. 

“The rest of the day and the next, while the attack on 
Wake continued, the fighter pilots of Carrier X weren't ex- 
actly bored, but it did seem more like the routine of their 
training days, flying on strafing runs and combat air patrol. 

It seemed that way to Lt. Kenneth E. (Red) Cotton, until the 

last flight on the second day, just before the task force 

headed back to its base. 

“Red, recently an All-Pacific-Coast foothall star and now . 
one of the hottest fighter pilots in his squadron, was not 
scheduled to fiy that afternoon. He’d made several flights 
during the attack, hadn’t bagged any/Zeros, but he had strafed 
a grounded bomber to a fiery death, which kept his batting 
average respectable. 

“Red was relaxing with a book in the ready room when Squad- 
ron Skipper Buie (from Nashville, Ga.) rushed in. A group of 
fighters was warming up on the flight deck, preparatory to taking 
off on the last combat air patrol before dark. 

“Who's the pilot of Fifty-seven?’ Buie demanded. ‘He’s not in 
his plane.’ 

“Do you want a pilot, Skipper? I’m it!’ Already Red 
was reaching for his flying suit. 

“When he got up to the flight deck, the first Hellcat was 
taking off, and Red rushed for the empty plane, adjusting his 
flying gear as he went. The engine had been tuned up by a 
mechanic, and Red climbed in, half dressed. He was still 
adjusting his safety belt when the launching signal officer 
motioned him up to the starting line. 

“The patrol was uneventful, and shortly after sunset the fighters 
came in to land. Red’s plane was the last scheduled to come aboard, 
so he took position at the tail end of the landing circle, flying low 


over the water. 

. - “The other planes had all landed; and 
F irst Carrier Landing Red was about to do the Same, when 
he heard the fighter director’s voice over his radio received: ‘Un- 
identified planes sighted approaching task force!’ 

“Red swerved his Helicat away from the carrier and started to 
climb. His radio continued to give him information of the anony- 
mous planes, their reported altitude, distance and bearing. So far, 
the task force had not been attacked by enemy bombers or torpedo 
planes, and if any tried to get in now, Red was ready for them. 

“He cl up in wide sweeps to 27,000 feet, searching 
the sky as he went, but there was no sign of another plane, 
enemy or friendly. It was getting dark now, but Red hadn't 
thought much about that until his radio ordered him to call 
off the search. The attack report had proved false. 

“As Red lost altitude, he peered ahead through the gath- 
ering blackness, trying te pick up the task force. Ne lights 
could be turned on to guide him, or the ships’ presence might 

_be disclosed to enemy planes or submarines. Red couldn't 

see a thing down there, let alone ships, and just how he would 

find Carrier X was still an unanswered question. 

“Finally, Red saw a patch of dim white, then several patches— 
the phosporescent wake of ships in the task force. He studied their 
formation, picked out the position of Carrier X and, dropping down 
farther, began to circle the flat-top. He would have to come in over 
the stern of the darkened carrier, not too high or too low, try to 
find the center line of the flight deck and set the heavy Hellcat 
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wars at 8 o'clock tonight at Ponce

On Boxcars Rises 


In an effort to relieve the short- 


age of railroad boxcars, the Office} 
of Defense Transportation has or-|. 


dered heavy demurrage charges on 
freight cars, according to word 
which the Atlanta freight offices 
have received from Washington. 
The boxcar shortage, it is. said, is 
due to demands of a bumper wheat 
crop and to the heavy movement 
of military freight. 

The new charges, issued by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
are effective for 30 days, beginning 
October 19. Ags previously, the con- 
signee will have 48 free hours, in 
which to unload his car of freight. 
After that time has expired, under 
the new order, the demurrage 
charges wilh he as follows: | 

For the next two days, $2.20 a 
car a day; for the next two days 
(the fifth and the sixth), $5.50 a 
car a day; and for every day fol- 
lowing the sixth ‘day, $11 a car a 
day, “ Each day will consist either 
of a whole day or a fraction 
thereof. 

In addition, under the new rule, 
all railroad boxcars are excluded 
for the 30-day period from the “av- 
erage demurrage agreement,”

“The association contest, which 
has been sponsored now for 11 
vears by the American Trade As- 
sociation Executives, was judged 
on the basis of war program and 
postwar planning accomplish- 
ments,” Hughes pointed out. “War 
achievements. were naturally in 
the ascendancy. Postwar projects 
do not lag, however, and it is in 
this category that the spread of 
promotional planning is to be 
noted particularly. 

“Th the evidence submit- 
ted in this contest, it is made man- 
ifest that the ‘extras,’ as some 
Washington elements would like 
to call them, have performed most 
creditably,” Hughes emphasized.

Someone has defined a one-dish 
meal as “something you can cook 
while you do other things,” For 
these busy days when you're fly- 
ing from the P.-T, A. meeting to 
the canteen to the blood donor 
center to shopping, to marketing, 
all while you’re trying to keep up 
with your o house work, don’t 
you think wé could use more one- 
dish meals? 

A stew once it gets started re- 
quires little attention, and prac- 
tically any cut of meat in the 
market can be turned into a good 
stew. Since there’s more veal 
than anything else these days and 
the veal is point-free, suppose we 
have a little practice on veal stew 
with vegetables and dumplings. 
Don’t get panicky about the dump- 
lings; with one or two good rules 
you ean turn out puffy, flaky, 
tender dumplings. Buy two pounds 
of veal for stew and that’s where 
we begin. 

VEAL STEW WITH 
VEGETABLES AND

2 Pounds veal 

11%4 Teaspoons salt 

Pepper 

Flour 

ll Tablespoons fat 

Stock or water 

6 Small onions 

4 or 5 stalks of celery 

1 Pound green beans 

Cut veal in 2-inch cubes, season 
with salt and pepper and dredge 
well with flour. Heat the fat and 
slowly brown the meat well on 
sides. Then cover meat with water 
or stock and let simmer in a close- 
ly covered kettle about 1% hours. 
Have beans, onions and celery 
ready, beans split or brokey, cel- 
ery cut in 4inch pieces, and 
onions peeled but left whole. Add 
these, after an hour and a half of 
cooking, ta the meat. Cover and 
cook 30 minutes. Fifteen minutes 
before dinner is served drop 
dumplings on top of meat and 
vegetables. Cover tightly and do 
not open kettle until ready to 
serve.

One-Dish Meals Are a Boon 
To the Busy Housekeeper 


By SALLY SAVER. 


|/wondered why good dumplings 
are so seldom seen. Dumplings 
don’t seem to be stylish any more, 
but I suspect that’s because the 
dumplings one most often meets 
are sticky pieces of dough too 
heavy and sluggish to do more 
than lie limp in some sort of gravy. 
A real dumpling is no more like 
that sodden dough than a Car- 
negie gown is like the bargain 
basement special, And you know 
What I mean by that. 

There are only two rules to 
know in order to make good 
dumplings. Number one is: Never 
drop the dumpling in the liquid; 
let each one rest, high and dry 
upon a piece of meat or vegetable. 
Rule Number Two is: Once dump- 
lings are in the stew -cover kettle 
closely and never peek. Believe 
it or not the peeking wreaks havoc 
with the steam arrangement and 
the result is a droopy dumpling. 
Now that those two rules are 
understood and much, here’s the 
recipe for dumplings to drop on 
your veal stew: 

DUMPLINGS 

1% Cup flour, sifted 

1 Teaspoon salt 

1 Tablespoon baking powder 

1 Egg 

1 Tablespoon shortening 

4 Cup milk 

Sift flour once, measure and sift 
again with org pores and salt. 
Beat egg until light. Add melted 
shortening and milk and then com- 
bine liquid and dry ingredients. 
Stir only until. flour disappears, 
no longer, Drop from a spoon on 
top of stew. Cover kettle closely 
and allow dumplings to steam 15 
minutes, Serve at once, arranging 
dumplings around the meat and 
vegetables, and sprinkling them 
with paprika or finely chopped 
parsley.

ROME, Gct. 12. — (4) — More 
than 600 Germans and large stores 
of guns and material have been 
captured in the Allied cleanup ‘of 
the Sarande (Porto Edda) area of 
Albania the past two days, head-

with British invasion troops, clear- 
ed the Nazis out of Gjashdle, two 
inland from Carande. 
the Sarande area in Al- 

lied hands, there appeared to be 
little hope of escape for a Ger- 
man garrison isolated on the near- 
by island of Corfu. British de 
stroyers were ranging the coast, 

bombarding enemy batteries and 
making it impossible for the Nazis 
to attempt a surface evacuation. 

British warships and planes bat- 
tered harbor installations and 
shipping in the Aegean sea to 
hamper German. withdrawals 
from the Athens area in Greece.

Bulgaria Pulls Troops, 
Officials From Greece 


LONDON, Friday, Oct.\13.—(/) 
The Moscow radio carried a Bul- 
garian announcement early today 
that Bulgaria’s troops and admin- 
istrative officials have now been 
withdrawn from Greek territory 
in compliance with Allied demands 
established as a preliminary to ar- 
mistice negotiations. 

While there was no specific 
mention of evacuation of Yugoslav 
territory—annother Allied stipula- 
tion—the broadcast said Premier 
Simon Georgiev, of Bulgaria, had 
agreed to all the conditions set 
forth by the Allies. 

G iev, in a note to the Rus- 
sian ander in Sofia, Marshal 
Tolbukhin, said, “the evacuation 
of Bulgarian troops from Greek 
territory was undertaken October 
10 by decision of the council of 
ministers and the evacuation of 
the officials and transfer of ad- 
ministrative power to the local 
population was begun much ear- 
lier. It has already been -.com- 
pleted.” 


Six Escape 
Coffee Jail

Sheriff R. C. Relihan said the 
prisoners also stole Mayor Grif- 
fin’s bird dog,«which was in the 
car at the time they seized it. 

In his report to the state patrol, 
the sheriff listed the escaped pris- 
oners as follows: Kenneth Brazell, 
Louis Harry, Bill Byrd, Raymond 
Williams, Charlie Bryant and Ed 

All these men, inmates 
of Tattnall prison, at Reidsville, 
were brought to the Coffee coun- 
ty jail last Tuesday to await trial 
on a charge of murdering a guard 
at the state prison camp near 
Douglas last January. 

According to Sheriff Relihan, 
r-e of the prisoners complained 
of being ill. The sheriff called 
Dr. T. W. Wallace, of Douglas. 
With Deputy Sheriff Aaron Star- 
ling, Dr. Wallace entered the cell 
and as they did so the six men 
rushed out and overpowered them. 
Quickly locking Starling and Wal- 
lace in the cell, the six men 
rushed out of the jail before the 
victims could give the alarm.
